This represents the | 
feeling of a large portion of the retail trade 
throughout the cpuntry, and we are very glad to 
see that our ably conducted contemporary, “ The 
American Booksellers’ Guide,” has lately been 
paying much attention to the matter. Itis bad 
enough when retail dealers sell books for less than | 
the published prices, but when large publishing 
houses set the example, it is inexcusable. The 


retailer may defend himself by saying that under- | 
selling is only fair competition, but this excese| 


cannot hold good with the publisher, who sup- 
plies retailers, at wholesale, at a trifle less than 
the price at which he supplies the public with, 
single copies. It is a deliberate injustice for a 
publisher to place a certain price upon a book, | 
and after having induced retail dealers to pur._| 
chase, to sell the book to the public for less than

The practice | 
is not only wrong, but it is impolitic. It is killing 
the goose that lays the golden eggs, for by slow | 
degrees the booksellers are ceasing to order for | 
stock, as they can no longer depend upon the pub. | 
lishers keeping faith with them. Publishers, in 
defence, say that booksellers will not order, and 
that they are quite justified in seeking this means | 
of selling their books; and also that, as a rule, | 
persons prefer buying of a retailer who keeps the 
book in stock, to trusting their money to the post, 
and risking the danger of the book in transit. 
The remedy we would suggest for this is that 
when a bookseller does order a quantity of new 
books for stock, a written agreement should be | 
given him by the publisher, not to advertise to | 
send any of those books, post free, in the city or | 
vicinity of the retailer. ‘he interests of both | 
parties would thus be effectually preserved, and | 
if the rule became universal, we should hear | 
no more complaints from either side. The | 
whole matter of underselling requires unanimous, | 
prompt, and energetic action on the part of the| 
trade, and we would further suggest that as the | 
Fall Trade Sale brings together from all parts of | 
the country a large concourse of publishers and | 
retailers, it would present a fitting opportunity to | 
convene a general meeting to inquire into the evil, 
and, if possible, suggest some remedy. 


Messrs. Goutp & Lixcouy, Boston, have done an 
important service to clergymen and all students of 
tu Scriptures, in making arrangements whereby a 
new British Commentary of great value will be put on 
the American market at a moderate price. This Com- 
mentary on the Old and New Testaments was written 
by Revs. Robert Jamieson and A. K. Tausett, and 
Rev. Dr. David Brown, of Aberdeen, and was pub- 
lished in Edinburgh last year. It is in two forms ; 
the portable edition, in two volumes, and an edition 
in four volumes, in which the text accompanies the 
comments,

Tue Lire or Joun Mitton, by Prof. David Masson, 
published by Macmillan & Co., will soon be com- 
pleted. The second volume has been issued, and 
the third and completing volume Will shortly fol- 
low. This work is not merely a biography, but 
also a continuous political, ecclesiastical, and lite- 
rary history of England through Milton’s whole 
time. In order to understand Milton, his position, 
his motives, his thoughts by himself, his public 
words to his countrymen, and the probable effect 
of those words, it was necessary to refer largely to 
the history of his time, not only as it is presented 
in well-known books, but as it had to be rediscov- 
ered by express and laborious investigation in ori- 
ginal and forgotten records ; thus of the biography, 
a history grew; not a mere popular compilation, 
but a work of independent search and method from 
first to last, which has cost more labor by far than 
the biography. The present volume is so arranged 
that the reader may select or omit either the his- 
tory or biography. 

Pror. Porter’s work on “Books and Reading” 
has reached a fourth edition. A carefully prepared 
index, and several other additions, have been made 
to the work. 

Rev. C. J. Surra, author of “Synonyms and 
Antonyms,” has just published another work on 
English Synonyms, entitled “Synonyms Discri- 
minated,” which Messrs. Scribner, Welford & Co. 
have imported. 


Onpuevs C. Kerr has just finished a condensa- 
tion of the four volumes of his famous ‘“ War Pa- 
pers,’ and they will be immediately published by 
Carleton & Co., in one volume, with illustrations, 
as a comic history of the Confederate War. 


Tue next volume of the “ People’s” edition of 
Carlyle’s works will] be the “ French Revolution.” 
Some indication of the popularity of Carlyle’s 
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works is the fact that no less than four publishers 
issued editions of “Sartor Resartus,” almost simul- 
taneously—Messrs. Charles Scribner & Co., and 
Mr. James Miller, in New York; Messrs. Little, 
Brown & Co., in Boston ; and Messrs. J. B. Lippin- 
cott & Co., in Philadelphia. 


Marion HarLanp’s ‘ Common Sense in the Honse- 
hold,” just published by Charles Scribner & Co., is 
a storehouse filled wit practical advice and sug- 
gestion, gleaned from her own thorough and 
carefully noted experience. It tells the young 
housekeeper nearly everything that she wauts to 
know regarding the ordering of her own home, 
thus sparing her manifold and endless annoyances, 
and abounds in valuable hints to those who have 
had even longer experience than the author in this 
special field. It is, in short, a vade mecum for every 
one who has the direction of a household, and 
ought to find a place among the most diligently 
studied works in every home. 


Mrs. Ernst C. Wattace has in the press a novel, 
the principal scenes of which are laid in Germany 
and Italy, in both of which countries the writer has 
spent much time. It is entitled “ Strife,” and will 
be published by Mr. H. C. Rogers, 819 Market St., 
Philadelphia. Mrs. Wallace is the widow of the 
late E. C. Wallace, one of the proprietors and ed- 
itors of the “ Philadelphia Evening Bulletin,” to 
which paper she contributed, some time ago, a series 
of highly interesting letters, entitled “ A Woman’s 
Experience in Europe.” 


Hon. Epwarp McPuexcon, Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, has in the press a work entitled 
“Lhe Political History of the United States during 
the Period of Reconstruction,” which promises to 
become a standard volume in our literature. It is 
a reprint of his Political Manuals of 1866, 1867, 
1868, 1869, and 1870, with revision and corrections 
to date, will comprise about 650 pages octavo, and 
will be a companion volume to his History of the 
Rebellion, issued in 1865, which is widely known, 
and has received encomiums from high authorities 
in this country and in Europe.

Precisely in the 
same manner, in 1829, when the chief marketable 
value of the “‘ Waverley Novels” was supposed to 
have ceased, Mr. Robert Cadell induced Scott to 
write new Introductions and Notes, and the sale 
was, aud stiil is, enormous. The American pub- 
lishers of Irving’s works have been successively: 
1. D. Longworth, at the “Shakspeare Gallery,’’ 
who produced “ Salmagundi,” in litle yellow-cov- 
ered weekly numbers, in 1807. 2. Inskeep & Brad- 
ford, 128 Broadway, who issued “ Knickerbocker,” 
in 1809. 3. C.S. Van Winkle, who printed (for 
the author) “The Sketch Book,’’ in handsome oc- 
tavo numbers, in 1820. (“ Bracebridge’’ and “ The 
Traveller’ were first published in New York, in 
numbers, for the author.) 4. G. & C. Carvill, corner 
of Broadway and Wall Street, issued “ Columbus,’’ 
in two octavo volames, in 1829. 5. Carey & Lea, 
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Philadelphia, published the first editions of “4. 
hambra,”’ “Granada,”’ “Crayon,” “ Bonneville,” 
and “ Astoria,” and reprints of the earlier works.

The collection of manuscripts, books, 
and relics illustrating these several subjects ; the 
stimulation and encouragement of inquiry and 
research, particularly in unexplored American 
fields; and by means of such publications as may 
be deemed proper, to utilize the results of its in- 
vestigations and efforts for the benefit of science 
and of mankind. 5. It recognizes the widest range 
of discussion, and a complete tolerance of individual 
opinions on all subjects within the scope of the In- 
stitute’s objects. ‘The Institute proposes to publish 
a series of memoirs and a journal.

The Physical Cause of the Death of Christ, and its 
Relation to the Principles and Practice of Chris- 
tianity. By William Stroud, M. D.; with a letter 
on the subject, by Sir James Y. Sjmpson, Bart. 
pp. 422. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 

In the sketch of the author’s life, prefaced to this 
work, it is stated that he was a licentiate of the 
Royal College of Physicians, London, and that in 
his profession he was thoroughly trained and highly 
accomplished, both by study and experience, at 
least in his earlier years. He died in 1858. His 
yolume on the Canses of the Death of Christ has 
always been regarded as a somewhat remarkable 
one, and as occupying a position by itself in theo- 
logical literature. Its general proposition is that 
the immediate cause of the death was. medically 
speaking, laceration or rupture of the heart. That 
the death was not the result of mere crucifixion, 
is thought to be shown by the fact that the death 
occurred in too short a time to be thus occasioned, 
and that the surrounding circumstances point to 
such a conclusion. The proposition, which is the 
foundation of the volume, was not, indeed, first 
announced by Dr. Stroud, but he has doubtless 
investigated it with more thoroughness than any 
one else. The fourth chapter, in which there is an 
attempted demonstration that the cause of death 
was “agony of mind, producing rupture of the 
heart,” is certainly forcible in its reasonings and 
in the medical authorities cited. 


Manual of Theology: a Treatise on Christian Doc- 
trine. By J.L. Dagg, D. D. pp. xii., 379. Phila- 
delphia: American Baptist Publication Society. 


This volume is designed for the use of those who 
have no time and opportunity to study larger 
works on theology. The aim has been to present 
the author’s views of Christian doctrine with plain- 
ness and brevity. Polemic theolegy is avoided, 
though the questions which the author thought 
would perplex sincere inquirers have been exam- 
ined. The externals of religion are not adverted 
to. The contents are distributed into eight books, 
the titles of which respectively are: Study of Reli-

We have repeatedly heretofore com- 
mended the excellence of the present form of those 
works which will never cease to furnish entertain- 
ment to the reader, and to which we believe the 
general public will recur with renewed satisfac- 
tion after going through a course of Kingsley, Reade, 
and the other popular novelists of the day. 


An Old-Fashioned Boy. By Martha Farquharson. 
Illustrated. 16me. pp. 346. Philadelphia: W. 
B. Evans & Co. 

The lady who writes under the nom de plume of 
Martha Farquharson is, we believe, a Miss Finley, 
a Philadelphia lady, who has written quite a num- 
ber of juvenile books, issued by the Presbyterian 
Board. We do not approve of her taste in follow- 
ing Miss Alcott so closely in her title, but she has 
certainly written a very pleasing story. The main 
incidents, we are informed, are actual facts, and the 
characters, living boys and girls, the names and 
places only being changed. Though nominally a 
juvenile tale, it, like all really good juvenile tales, 
might be read with pleasure by persons of all ages. 
The book is very handsomely printed, and the illus- 
trations are carefully drawn and engraved. The 
publishers have, we believe, sold 2500 copies within 
ten days after publication. 


HISTORY AND BIOGRAPEY. 


Relation of Alvar Nunez Cabeca de Vaca, Translated 
from the Spanish by Buckingham Smith. pp. x., 
300. New York: Jovl Munsell. 

This is another of those beautifally printed 
works in the department of early history which 
have placed Mr. Munsell in the front rank as a 
typographic artist. This relation is a narrative of 
what befell the Armament in the Indies, whither 
Panfilo de Narvaez went for Governor, from the year 
1527 to the year 1537, when, with three comrades, 
he returned and came to Seville. It is an ex- 
tremely rare work. The first imprint, we are told, 
was made in the year 1542. The next edition, in 
nearly the same form, and in black-letter, was in 
1550. The third and last issue in Spanish was iu 
1799. Ithas been reproduced in Italian and French. 
The only version in English intended to be literal 
was printed in this country in 1851, in one hundred 
copies. The work possesses a real value as present- 
ing one of the earliest explorations by Europeans 
on this continent, and an original picture,of the 
savage tribes of the southern and western territo- 
ries of the United States when first discovered by 
the white man. The sadden death of the transla- 
tor took place while the first sheets of the work 
were passing through the press; he had, however, 
carefully revised the entire translation and notes. 
A memoir of Mr. Smith, prepared by his friend, Dr. 
J. G. Shea, is appended to the volume. It shows 
him to have been an enthusiastic and laborious 
investigator in the particular department of histori- 
cal study to which he was attached. The work 
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before us is not one of mere curiosity or local inter- 
est. Asa narrative of almost the sole survivor of 
the expedition of Narvaez to reduce Florida, it must 
occupy, in many respects, a permanent and import- 
aut position in our general history. It is gratify- 
ing to see Mr. Munsell reproducing in such tasteful 
style so many works of this class. They are not 
only characterized by intrinsic interest, but are 
worthy testimonials in behalf ofa publisher who pos- 
sesses not only rare taste in his craft, but extensive 
acquirements in our archaic history. Only one 
hundred copies have been printed. 


Handbook of the Administrations of the United States: 
comprising a Synopsis of the Leading Political 
Events in American History from the Inaugura- 
tion of Washington to the Present Period ; also, 
a Record of Contemporaneous English History. 
By Edward G. Tileston. pp. 222. Boston: Lee 
& Shepard. 

Mr. Tileston’s handbook fulfils in general the 
promise of its title, except that it perhaps is too 
brief in its treatment of some of the later adminis- 
trations. It isa convenient little manual for ready 
reference, and is very neatly printed. 


Pioneers and Founders; or, Recent Workers in the 
Mission Field. By C.M. Yonge. Illus. 8vo. pp. 
xvi., 316. New York: J. Macmillan & Co. 

The series of excellent books issued by Messrs. 
Macmillan & Co., under the title of “The Sunday 
Library,” has obtained a deservedly high reputa- 
tion, both in England and America, and this vol- 
ume, which forms one of the series, is no exception 
to the rule. Miss Yonge is a most pleasant writer, 
and with such an inviting field as that presented 
by the subject of this volume, the interest of the 
reader is twofold. The book consists of a series of 
short biographical sketches of some of the princi- 
pal missionaries of modern times, men of various 
sects, and working in fields widely apart. No ac- 
count is given of Roman Catholic missions, for 
obvious reasons; but so far as other sects are con- 
cerned, the author has treated them with the ut- 
most impartiality, giving in all cases credit where 
it was due. Missionary labor in newly settled 
countries is fraught with innumerable dangers, and 
consequently the history of most early missions 
consists, in great part, of personal adventures and 
escapes. These cluster thickly in the book, and 
to its younger readers will be a source of infinite 
pleasure. It may be interesting to note, in con- 
nection with this volume, that Miss Yonge, who is 
also the author of many other excellent works, has 
devoted the greater portion of the profits arising 
from her writings to the furtherance of missionary 
work. The volume is beautifully printed, and ap- 
pears in the uniform blue vellum cloth of the 
“Sunday Library.’’

Thisgis a modest, unpretentious, and altogether 
charming story. Woman’s work is the keystone 
of its structure; but the writer is not one of the 
class aptly designated by the “ Saturday Review” 
as “The Shrieking Sisterhood,” but one who be- 
lieves a woman may find her true position with- 
out aid from the ballot-box and lecture-room.

In preparing this volume, the editors have first 
endeavored to present the history of commercial 
paper throughout its usual stages, and then to 
illustrate such collateral branches of the subject ag 
are of practical importance. The cases as far ag 
the subject “Discharging Indorser or Drawer,” p, 
514, are arranged by topics in the order of pro 
gression which bills and notes usually follow in 
the course of business, At this point the cases 
upon collateral subjects begin, and continue 
through the book. Upon the subjects involved in 
conflict, decisions presenting the different rulings 
have been selected as principal cases, and to these 
have been added notes, citing the authorities which 
have followed or rejected the doctrine of the re 
spective cases, and stating the general current of 
adjudication upon the subject. The preparation of 
the notes has been mainly the work of Mr. Bige- 
low. They are generally brief and well condensed, 
few if any of them exceeding two or three pages in 
length, and the greater proportion of them occupy- 
ing even much less space. 


Curiosities of the Iaw Reporters. By Franklin 
Fiske Heard. pp. 212. Boston: Lee & Shepard, 
Mr. Heard has made a very readable book by 

collecting, from a variety of sources, a number of 

curious and humorons facts and passages which 
are scattered through the reports and other books of 
the law.

The first 
edition of the ‘* Principles of Psychology” appeared 
in 1855. In its present form, the new portion 
greatly exceeds the old portion in amount. Of the 
five parts here bound together, the two that have 
previously appeared cover 217 pages, while the 
three that now appear for the first time cover 425 

ages. The contents of the present volume are: 
The Data of Psychology—The Inductions of Psy- 
chology—General Synthesis—Special Synthesis— 
Physical Synthesis. The second volume will con- 
tain four parts. In his preface to this edition, Mr.
